Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1945. 

The  Borough  as  in  previous  years  is  still  very  fully  in- 
habited . 

Many  of  the  houses  are  neglected  and  in  poor  condition, 
some  of  them  are  well  worth  repair  when  this  can  be  done 

An  extensive  clearance  scheme  has  been  prepared  and 
plans  for  a new  housing  estate  made. 

The  water  supply  is  adequate  and  a sewage  system  on 
modern  lines  a very  necessary  undertaking  is  being  put  in  hand 
as  soon  as  possible. 

The  health  of  the  community  has  been  good,  the  birth  rate 
is  considerably  higher  than  that  of  the  country  as  a whole,  the 
death  rate  lower.
